WHO SHOULD MARRY. 


Boston has a new society called the 
Institute of Heredity. Many weil- 
known literary people are among its 
members, The object of the Institute 
is to improve the breed of bumanity; 
to induce men and women to select 
their conjugal partners with as much 
care as a horse breeder exercises in 
the selection of sireand dam. It is 
an established principle that like 
produces like or the likeness of some 
ancestor. Hence the new Boston so- 
ciety aims to indirectly improve the 
race of man by calliog public attention 
to the fact that virtues and vices are 
hereditary, as well as physical excel- 
lencies or defects. a 

Tue great trouble is that while in- 
telligent people understand the law 
of heredity, they are unwilling to 
control their lives by it. People do 
not marry for the benefit of posterity; 
they marry for what they imagine will 
prove their own happiness,» profit or 
convenience. They leave posterity to 
look after itself. At least one-half of 
the people who are married have no 
business to be, if the interests of pos- 
terity are alone to be considered. They 
are not healthy, aod they transmit 
their ill-health to their children. How 
is it that one-half of the chiidren born 
into the world die under five years of 
age! Because of iaherited weakness 
or disease. Would any breeder of 
live stock use animals for breeding, 
one-half of whose prugeny died in in- 
fancy? Ofcourse not. The breeder 
selects the most healthy, best formed 
and most vigorous animals that he can 
find, to reproduce their kind. 

The same principle of heredity has 
a moral as well as a physical applica- 
tion. Vices are hereditary just as 
much as diseases are. It has been 
proved that the children of criminal 
parents in nearly all cases become 
criminals in turn.The vices of the fa- 
ther are pretty certain to crop out in 
the son. Unwise or reckless marri- 
ages perpetuate sin and wickedness, 
weakness and disease; it is only by 
the marriage of the fittest that human- 
ity cau hope to rise much above its 
present level. It may be said that the 
law of natural selection comes in 
here, and will eleyate the race, as it is 
believed to have raised it from the pre- 
Adamite type of the remote past. But 
natural selection no longer has free 
play. Our high civilization nurses 
the weak and rears the deformed, 
which barbarism left to perish, or to 
shift for themselves. 

That this new institute will succeed 
in inducing many people who should 
not marry to refrain from marriage is 
improbable. There are few people 
willing to give up selfish. gratifications 
for the benefit of a posterity which 
will do nothing forthem. And, be- 
sides, how well soever this cold 
acience may fit into the human head, 
it cannot govern the human heart. 
Most marriages are but accidents; the 
fortuitous fruit of circumstances. Most 
people marry for love, in spite of all 
that cynics would have us believe; 
and people do not fall in love,or form 
Strong attachments, by rule. How 
streng a believer Thackeray was io 
the power of circumstances in this 
most important relation of life, he tells 

us in Vanity Fair’:—“Any woman, 
with fair opportunities, and without 
an absolute hump, may marry whom 
she pleases.” No, there seems to be 
little hope of iny general reform in 
this most vital matter. What are men 
with the best intentions to remain 
single going to do, when their fates 
are in the hands of the women, who 
are not likely to accept these new- 
fangled ideas, and are disposed to use 
their power? |

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“Seeker for Truth,” we Po to the 
Lincolos, etc., on the one band, and 
the Blacks, the Thurm n, etc., on the 
other. We do not go to the ward pol- 
iticians; we go to the broad and mass- 
ive intellects that shape and guide the 


party. The same principles should 


be carried into theology.” 

The gentleman, it seems, places the 
larger portion of our now-a-day 
preachers on a level with our ward 
politicians, not reliable, or perhaps 
more like Ezekiel, who makes God 
say, in speaking of the Jews: I gave 
them the statutes that were not 
good, and judgments by which they 
shall not live.“ If this quotation is 


true, (which I doubt very much) 


which represents God to be in error, 
I am not at all surprised that “Seeker 
for Truth“ has some doubts in regard 
to the common run of preachers. 

Jeremiah, chap. 20, v. 5-7, says that, 
God is a deceiver: “‘O Lord, thou 
hast deceived me, and I was deceived ; 
Thou art stronger than I and hast pre- 
vailed. Jeremiah not only upbraids 
God with deceiviag him, but, chap. 
4, v. 9, he says: “Oh, Lord, God! 
Surely thou hast greatly deceived this 
people and Jerusalem.” Again, chap. 
15, v. 8, this fellow, Jeremiah, be- 
comes more pointed and calls God a 
liar, Ezekiel, chap. 14, v. 9, makes 
God say: If the prophet be deceived 
when he has spoken a thing, I, the 
Lord, have deceived that prophet.” 

The prophet Micaiah, 2 Chron. 
chap. 18, v. 18, tells another blasphe- 
mous story of God: “I saw the Lord 
sitting on his throne and all the hosts 
of heaven standing on his right hand 
and on bis left, and the Lord said: 
“Who shall entice Ahab, King of Is- 
rael, to go and fall at Ramoth Gilead? 
and one spoke after this manner, and 
another after that manner. Then 
there came out a spirit (fine specimen) 
and stood before the Lord, and said: 
‘I will entice him,’ and the Lord said 
unto him: ‘Wherewith?’ and he said; 
‘I will go out and be a lying spirit io 
the mouth of all his- prophets,’ and 
the Lord said: ‘Thou shalt eutice him 
and thou shalt also prevail; go out 
and do even so,” 

We often hear of gaugs of thieves 
plotting to commit robbery and mur 
der, and we always feel shocked at 
the enormity of the erime. But what 
can we think of a book that describes 
the Almighty actiag as a lot of 
thieves, laying plaus in heaven in con- 
junction with his angels, to entrap 
and ruin mankind. This should 
answer for a few of the many abéur- 
dities contained in the Bible. But 
our ideas of his goodness and justice 
would not permit us to believe such 
blasphemous stories ot God, and I 
think that lying spirit figured very 
conspicuously with most of the 
writers of the Bible. 

„Sinner, says the God of Moses 
was a blood-thirsty monster; smiling 
while whole cities were put to the 
sword in bis name. Let us see. We 
will turn to Numbers, chap. 31, v. 13, 
and see how far Mr. Sinner“ is mis- 
taken, and how little “Seeker for 
Truth” knows what the Bible contains 
when he says: The mcst careful 
thought fails to call to my mind a 
single instance recorded in the Bible 
at all resembling this statement.” To 
quote from the Bible seems to be in 
order, (sinve Mr. Morgan introduced 
it) and for the benetit of these who 
never read the Bible, ad for those’ 
who are seeking for trath, I will 
make the following quotations: 

Numbers, chap. 31, v. 13—When 
the Jewish army ftetuzned from one 
of its plundering and murdering ex- 
peditions, the account runs as follows; 
“Arid Moses and Eleazar, the priest, 
and all the princes of the congrega- 
tion, went forth to meet them without 
the camp, and Moses was wroth with 
the officers of the host, with the cap- 
tains over thousands and the captains 
over hundreds, which came from the 
battle; and Moses said unto them: 
‘llave ye saved all the women 
alive?’” Then, for a fancied wrong 
which Moses conceived, he (Moses) 
commanded them “to kill every male 
among the little ones, and kill every 
woman that hath known a man by ly- 


ing with him; but all the woman 


cbildren that hath not known a man 
by lying with him, keep: alive for 
yourselves.” 3 

Among the most detestable vil- 


ins that in any period of the werd 


| 


have disgraced the name of man, it is 
impossible to find a greater than this 
man Moses, if this account is true. 
Here is an edict to massacre the 
mothers and their little boys, and to 
debauch the daughters. You mothers, 
place yourselves in the situation of 
those mothers—one child murdered, 
another destined to violation, and 
yourself in the hands of an exe- 
ou tioner. You daughters, put your- 
selves in the situations of those daugb- 
ters—destined asa prey to the mur- 
derer of your mother and your little 
brother. I say, place yourselves in 
the situations of those mothers and 
daughters, and imagine what your 
feelings would be under such circum- 
stances. Is it possible thatsuch an 
order could emanate from God? If 
God could possibly be guilty of such 
atrocities, I would be perfectly willing 
to fall into the hands of the devil, and 
ifthere was any change I think it 
would be for the better. It is in vain 
that we attempt to impose on nature, 
for nature will have her course, and 
the religion that tortures all her social 
ties is a false religion. 

The sum total of this chapter, as 
well as many other parts of the 
Bible, is too horrid for humanity to 
read, or for decency to hear; for it ap- 
pears from the 33th verse of this chap- 
ter that the number of maidens con- 
signed to debauchery by the command 
of Moses, in the name of the Lord,was 
thirty and two thousand. If these ac 
counts of Moses are true, he should 
stand firstin the catalogue of crimi- 
nals. 

Again, we read in II Kings, chap. 
15, ver. 16, that Manahan smote the 
city of Tiphsah because they opened 
not the city to him,and all the women 
that were therein that were with child 
they ripped up. In the 10th chapter, 
2d book of Kings, we read an account 
of two basketfuls of children's heads 
70 in namber—being exposed at the 
entrance of the city. They were the 
childrea of Ahab, and were murdered 
by the order of Jehu, whom Elisha, 
the pretended man of God, had an- 
nointed to be king over Israel on pur- 
pose to commit this bloody deed, and 
assassinate his predecessor. 

I think, if anyone would take the 
trouble to look this matter up, and ac- 
cording to the account, he will find 
the God of Moses a blood-thirsty, self- 
glorifying monster, capable of smiling 
while whole cities were put tothe 
sword in bis name. Is it not from 
the Bible that man has learned cruelty 
and murder? Behold what the pro- 
phet Samuel makes God to say, 1 Sam,, 
chap. 15, ver. 3: “Now go and smite 
Amalek, and utterly destroy all that 
they have, and spare them not, but 
slay both man and woman, infant and 
suckling, ox, sheep, camel and ass.” 
Now suppose that Geo. Grant had is- 
sued an order of this kind, during the 
late Rebellion, and put it into execu- 
tion; what would the world have 
thought, and what would 
the verdict have been? Why, he 
would have been denounced as the 
greatest villain that ever existed. In 
order to believe that such orders ema- 
nated from God, we must undo all our 
ideas of his justice and goodness. 
Everybody was shocked and excited 
over the Mountain Meadows massacre, 
but it was a very tame affair compared 
with Samuel's slaughter. 

It has always seemed strange to me 
that intelligent people could believe 
such bloody deeds to be be the work 
of God. Force of education is the 
only reasonable solution. They were 
taught to believe it, and never allowed 
themselves to believe otherwise. It is 
evident that education makes a great 
difference, and that reason is too often 
left out of the case. People believe in 
the Bible from accident of birth. 
The Turks believe in the Koran from 
the same accident, and this force of 
accident holds good ina great many 


other cases. 
The story of future punishment 


stands about ona level with the above 
stories. The idea of a hell of fire, 
brimstone, burning lakes, and a num. 
ber of other tortures, is just about as 
unreasonable. No sickly theology 
should cause any man or woman to 
believe that there was or is an immor- 
tality of suffering prepared for any of 
God's creatures for not doing what 
there is no possibility accorded to 
them to perform. _ D. D. N.

Ed. Gazette: During the debate and 
passage of the Prison bill in the Sen- 
ate the members from the lower 
House were in the Chamber; also 
many of the prominent citizens of Car- 
son. As the roll was being called and 
the Senators responded to their names, 
it was amusing to watch the changes 
of countenance of persons in the 
lobby. The two Washoe county Sen- 
ators have worked manſully in this 
fight, and it is by their earnest perse- 
verance that the bill has got through 
the Senate. Assemblyman Berry has 
also not left a stone unturned in the 
Assembly, working faithfully, spend- 
ing almost his entire time hunting up 
facts and figures to produce when the 
bill should come up in the Assembly. 
But his colleague, Ross Lewers, has, 
on the other hand, worked as hard 
against the project, as he has been 
working against Washoe's interest ever 
since the organization, and he was 
overheard to say to-day that they had 
sent up the Central Committee from 
Reno to see him, but that he was go- 
ing against the prison bill, aod he did 
go againstit. This afternoon, in the 
Assembly, when the bill came up for

NAPA UNDER WATER, 


A Nevada Mans Notes of a California 
Rain Storm. 


Napa Crry, Jan. 30. 

Editor Gazette.—The people of Ne- 
vada should feel thankful that they 
live in a country that is seldom if ever 
visited by such a fearful rainstorm as 
has just passed over this State. When 
the writer arrived here three weeks 
ago, he beheld a beautiful and pros- 
perous town. Its iohabitants all 
seemed to be contented, and were bus- 
ily engaged ip their various pursuits, 
little dreaming of the great calamity 
that was about to befall them. I 
had been raining maderately for sev- 
eral days previous to the 27th inst., 
and in the afternoon of that day it 
commenced to come down in earnest, 
and tu say that it rained hard would 
convey but a poor idea of the manner 
in which the water fell; it just came 
down in one steady, cootiouous sheet; 
came down ia such torrents that inside 
of forty-eight hours eleven inches of 
solid water had spread out in this vi- 
cinity, and ia a few hours everything 
in the town scemed to be afloat in 
water that had come directly down 
from the clouds. Everywhere that 
one could look there was water, and 
it was impossible to step within five 
feet of the earth without stepping into 
water. 

Meantime Napa River (a large 
stream that passes through the eastern 
portion of the town) began to overflow 
its banks, and spread out into the 
streets, and was soon rushing into the 
business places and private dwellings, 
taking every movable object before it. 
Many families had to be taken from 
their homes in boats, leaving all of 
their possessions behind them to be 
made worthless or carried away by 
the angry flood. In many places 
right in the town the water was twenty 
feet deep) and backed out over gar- 
dens and fields until the whole sur- 
rounding country appeared like one 
vast lake of foaming, seething and 
roaring water. And still it roared, 
and still the river raised. “Everybody 
was wet and everything conceivable 
was wet. Many began to think that 
the whole town would be swept away, 
but on Sunday morning (30th) the 
rain ceased failing, and the muddy 
water soon receded from the streets, 
leaving everything enveloped in yel- 
low mud, which is now a foot deep on 
some of the principal sidewalks. It 
is impossible at the present writing to 
give any estimate of the damage done 
to the town and its vicinity, but it is 
undoubtedly very great. Many per- 
sons here say that this is the worst 
storm ever known in this part of Cal- 
ifornia. HARDSOCRAB,
